THE ELDER (B.C. 14-A.p. 33), the wife of Germanicus, grand- 
daughter of Augustus and mother of Caligula. By comparison 
with the coin struck by Caligula in her memory, and with a 
small bust in root of emerald in the B.M. (see “ Burlington 
Magazine,” 1907, p. 99), the identification is established beyond 
a doubt. In the historic interest of the character represented, 
and in its delicate, yet spirited modelling, which triumphs over 
the extreme hardness of the material, this bust may claim to be 
the most beautiful example which has come down to us of 
Roman portraiture from its best period, 114 in. high; the nose 
and a small portion of the lips restored. (For an account of 
Agrippina and her portraits, see “ Burlington Magazine,” «bid. ; 
the description of her there quoted from ‘Tacitus, though 
grudging and inadequate, is well borne out by this bust: 
“TIngens animi et quae virilibus curis feminarum vitia
